I. Claims 1-8, drawn to Integrated circuit (IC), classified in class 379, 
subclass 280 and 290. 

II. Claim 9, drawn to oscillator with Integrated Circuit. 

III. Claim 10, drawn to apparatus with oscillator and integrated circuit, 
classified in class 455, subclass 130. 

2. Inventions of Group I, Group II and Group III are related as subcombinations 
disclosed as usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct 
from each other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention 
Group I has a separate utility. The Integrated circuit (IC) of Group I may be utilized in 
devices/apparatuses other than the oscillator of Group II or the apparatus of Group III. 
Obviously, an Integrated circuit may be utilized in any electronic device. Similarly the 
oscillator of Group II may be utilized in devices (e.g. communication devices) other than 
the apparatus of Group III.
